When we conſider this glorious End of the 
Cbriſtian Warfare, who cannot but feel fervent 
Breathings and Aſpirations after the Things of 
God and. the. perfect Way of Righteouſncſs?ꝰ 
Who cannot but ardently deſire that their Feet 
may be turned into the Path of Virtue, which 
ever was and will be a Path of Peace? And 
happy are all they who not only deſire, but 
ſolloto on to know the Lord even unto the End of 
heir Days—Let whatever Afflictions and Diſap- 
pointments be the Allotment of theſe; though 
they may (in Regard to this World) eat the 
Bread of Adverſity, and drink the Water of 
Affliction; tho' every Spring of earthly Comfort 
may be dried up, yet this is their Confidence, and 
herein is their great Conſolation, they know that 
their Redeemer liveth, and that while they con- 
tinue faithful to him, none-ſhall be able to pluck 
them out of his Hand. As this peaceful Tran- 
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quillity of Mind infinitely tranſcends every Satiſ- 
faction that Terreltrials afford, whether Riches, 
or Honour, or Length of Days; how lamenta- 
ble is their Condition who care for none of thele 
Things! but are more concerned to accumulate 
and acquire the Rickes and Honours of this 
World, which profit not in the Day of Wrath, 
than the durable Riches and Righteouſneſs that 
delivereth from Death, Prov. xi. 4. Length 
of Days to theſe may appear deſirable - they 
may exult in the Hopes of long Life, and put 
oft the ferious Concerns of Immortality till its 
Decline; but herein alſo the Lot of the Righ- 
teous is bleſſed— they aſk not for Length of 
Days they deſire not a conſtant uninterrupted 
State of Happineſs here—but are content and 
reſigned in every Diſpenſation of Providence

of God ? Wherefare it is rather to be conſidered 


as a merciful Diſpenſation of Providence, when 
he is pleaſed to fini/h.the Work, and cut it Sport 
in Righteouſneſs, and early to take to himſelf 


1 thoſe that were afore prepared for Glory, and 


through the ſanctiſy ing Power of his Grace, with 
the Obedience of Faith, made Veſſels of Honour 
in his Houſe, with the Inſcription of Holineſs 
put upon them: Many Temptations and Snares 
that attend Mortality are avoided by theſe, and 
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various conflict ing Circumſtances and human 
Frailties are eſcaped, which are ever our Attend- 
ants while in a State of Mutabilit xy. 


We now proceed to give ſome Account of 
our near Relation, who with exemplary Patience 
and Reſignation to the Will of her heavenly Fa- 
ther, ſuſtain'd the painful Conflicts of a ſick Bed 


upwards of twelve Months. Yet it is not ur 


Deſign m any degree to attribute a meritorious 
Capacity to the Creature, believing according to 
the Scriptures, that nothing is to be aſcribed to 
it but Shame and Confuſion of Face, and that if 
we are in any Reſpect as we ought to be, it is by 
the Grace of God, and if we are ſaved it is of his 
Mercy; For, as the Heaven is high above tb 
Earth, fo great is his Mercy toward them that 
fear him, Pf. ciii. 11. This is the Heritage of 
the Servants of the Lord, and their Righteouſneſs 
is of me, ſaith the Lord, IIa. liv. 17. This 
attributing all the Praiſ and Glory to bim, who 
is pleaſed greatly to dignify thoſe that ſubmit 
to his refining Hand We think it incumbetit 
upon us (that her virtuous Example may be 
emulated by thoſe who ſurvive, and to reſpe& 
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the Memory of the Juſt, which is and ever will 
be bleſſed) to declare what we know or m0 
furely believe of the heavenly Frame of Mind, the 
fedfaſt Faith and unſhaken Confidence of our near 
and dear Relation of whom we write—It is 
written, All thy Children ſhall be taught of the 
Lord, and great ſhall be the Peace of thy Ghildren, 
Ifa, liv. 13. and this is verily fulfilled in her in 
a peculiar Manner ; though young in Years and 
blooming in Life, yet ſhe had an Inſtructor, a 
heavenly Guide, which was nothing leſs than that 
Light and Grace that comes by Jeſus Chriſt, and 
is meafurably given to all Men for their Sanfifi- 
cation, Redemption and Salvation ; her Eyes be- 
held her Teacher, and ſhe hearkened to the Voice 
of Inſtruction, whereby the Darkneſs of Sin was 
diſpelled, and the Light of the glorious Goſpel 
conſpicuouſly ſhone, to the great Comtort and 
Edification of thoſe to whom ſhe was connected, 
who had trequent Occaſions of obſerving, how 
greatly the Love of God prevailed in her. And 
though He was pleaſed to allure her and lead her 


into the Wilderneſs, yet He did not fail to ſpeak 
comfortably to her; though her Affections were 
weaned from the unprofitable Joys and unſancti- 
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fied Pleaſures of the World, yet through tlie 
ineſfable Mercy of ber dear Redeemer, ſhe pats 
took of the celeſtial Dainties of his Banqueting 
Houſe, and his Banner over her was Love, She 
was patient in Tribulation—fervent in Spiri. 
ſerving the Lord and greatly rejoicing in Hope of 
eternal Life, She was patient in Tribulation, and 
gave early convincing Proofs of it to all about 
her ; tho” /ediaus Days and weariſom Nights were 
pointed unto her, yet ſhe believed it to be 
ordered, in the unfearchable Wifdom of her hea- 
venly Father, for her Good—though exquiſite her 
Pains and d:verfified her Afflictions, yet ſhe was 
dever heard t6 murmur in the leaſt ; but the 
tranquil Serenity of her Mind was expr;ſſiyel 
declared by her placid Countenance and, Aſpect, 
And though we were {enſtbly affected at 


the Extremity of her bodily Infirmities, and are 


ſo now ſhe is no longer continued with us in the 
Houſe of her Pilgrimage, yet we ſorrow not as 
them that have ro Hope, believing as the Scrip- 
tures teſtify, that as Jeu died and roſe again, 
even Jo them alſo vieh ſleep in Jeſus will Cod 
bring with bim, 1 Theſ. iv. 14. fo ſhall they fit 
down in heavenly Places in Chriſt, and cvermore

frequently in Prayer for her ſelf— her Relations, I 
and all Mankind univerſally: Here we may N 


reflect how beautiful are the Saints Garments; 5 


they are cloathed with Humility and with their 
Saviour's Love; they are cloathed with the I, 
Garments of Salvation, and covered with the 
Robe of Righteouſneſs , and as Feſus hath loved 
them, /o they alſo love one another ; their Minds 
being repleniſhed with that true Benevolence 
which extends to all the Progeny of Adam, 
May the glorious Time be accelerated when this 
Perfeftion of Beauty fall be the Joy of the whole 
Earth : This diffuſive Love was eminently dif- 
played in her—the uncivilized Nations of the 


World were remembered in her Prayers. In 
this Fervency of Spirit ſhe at divers Times 
uttered the moſt affeFing and emphatic Expreſ- 
ſions, in Exhortation, in Prayer, and in de- 
claring her undoubted Afurance of a glorious 
Eternity: May they never be forgot by thoſe 
that heard, and be profitably remembered ** all 
that read them. 


Though 
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Though limitted to the narrow Confines of a 
ſick Bed, yet ſhe was not remiſs in the eſſential 
Duty of ſerving the Lord, and in a more accept- 
able Manner than with burnt Offerings or with 
Sacrifices, the Rituals of Devotion, or the cere- 
monial Appendages of Religion, even with a 
broken feart and a contrite Spirit, Pl. li. 15, 16. 
This is the only Sacrifice to be offered up under 
the preſent glorious Goſpel! Diſpenſation, which 
is proved to be in the Experience of many, the 
Miniſtration of the Spirit; the Inſtance before us 
s a convincing Proof, that in this Day it pleaſes 
the Creator of the Univerſe to impreſs the Mind 
of Man with the Knowledge of his Will, inde- 
tendent of the Inſtrumentality of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, or the external Miniſtry of the Goſpel, 
which he is notwithſtanding pleaſed to afford, as 
Jubordinate Helps to the poor Travellers Sion- 
ward, whereby they are (through Faith which is in 
Chriſt Jeſus) greatly comtorted in their Pilgri- 
mage, and ſtrengthened to go jorward in their 
lpiritual Journies. When this is duly conſidered, 
It perhaps may tend to confirm ſome in the 
Faith who are almoſt perſuaded to be Chriſtiang— 
who are at Times earneſtly ſolicitous, that they

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may die the Death of the Righteous, and that 
their Latter-end may be like unto theirs—that 
they may be of the happy Number of the 
Redeemed of the Lord, when they ſhall come with 
Singing unto Sion, and everlaſting Joy ſhall le 
upon their Head 


When we reflect on the marvellous Conde. 
ſcention of the Judge of the whole Earth, in 
thus viſiting and reviſiting his unworthy Creature 
Man, and that it is of his Mercy the Sons o 
Jacob are not conſumed—how humbling is the 
Confideration | What manner of Perſons oug] | 
ve to be in all ſober Converſation and Godlineſs 
And the Scriptures afford great Comfort cf 
Hope, that thoſe who live godly in Chriſt Jeſus, 
will receive a plenteous Reward at his mighty 
Hand who hath made the Depths of the Sea 5 
Way for the Ranſomed to paſs over. The Excel. 
lency of his Loving-kindneſs none can declare, 
and the exceeding Riches of his Mercy Angel; 
cannot ſet ſorth to the full, 


But to return to the great Example of Charity, 
Patience, and Faith, which is the Subject 0! 
| thei 
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theſe Lines, we may add—She ferved not the 
Lord for nought (as indeed no one ever did) 
but greatly rejciced in Hope of eternal Life. She 
was not left to ſuſtain the Weight of her At- 
fictions alone; but in her greateſt Agonies 
experienced the Lord to be with her, whereby 
ſhe was enabled with Joy to draw Water out of 
the Wells of Salvaiiom, and to partake of thoſe 
refreſhing Streams of divine Comfort that make 
gad the whole City of God. 


Here is great Encouragement to all who may 
have been ready to faint in the midſt of ſceptical 
Doubts and Diſputations. A calm and ſilent 
Dependance upon Providence is ever ſure to 
meet its Reward ; this ſhe plenteouſly experi- 
enced, and happy are all they who (m like 
Manner) continue in this humble Frame of 
Mind, that they may be enabled to overcome 


Sin through the Prevalence of the Grace of God, 
and thereby become qualified (like her) triumph- 


antly to enter into bis Gates with T1, bankſgiviug, 


and into bis Courts with Praiſe,
